INTERVIEW WITH AGUINALDO. 
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Manilla, 8^)t. 13.— Rear Admiral 
Dewey says be considers the situation 
critical. It la understood he has asked 
tor an ftdditiMial crulMr and a bat- 
tleship. 

The Spaniards assert that Germany 
will talie a coaling station here and 
that Spain will rtUlB tll!l NBftlDdvr of 
the lalanda. 

Th» lait Spanlab garrisoDi at Ilocoa 
and Laguna have Rurrendcred and tho 
whole island of Luzon Id in the bands 
of the inaurganta, «ictpt at M|nilia 
and Cavite. 

Aguinaldo went to LelloUoa on Fri- 
day. H« has announced hia Intention 
of convening an assembly of the Fil- 
ipinos on September 15, in order to 
decide upon the policy to be adopted 
by the iMurgeata. 

The correapondent here bad an in- 
terview with Asulnaldo who aatd there 
were 67,000 Insurgents armed witli 
riflea. He added be could raise 100,000 
men. Indeed, the insurgent leader 
pointed 0Ut. the whole population of 
the Pblllpplne islanda was willing to 
fight for thsir independence. 

Continuing, Aguinaldo said he had 
9,000 military prisoners, including 
6,000 In the vicinity of Manilla, be- 
ildfB dirll prliMien. 

Later Aguinaldo aaid the "provis- 
ional government" was now operating 
28 province*. He aeserted that on 
August i V^tj elected delegates, in 
nnmban pNpoMeiiata to th* popu- 
lation. 

As to the Americans, Aguinaldo re- 
marked that he coiiBidered them as 
brothers and that "the two sovereign 
repobllea were allied agaioat a^Mnmon 
enanjr.'* 

When qvestioned as to whether the 

future Filipino policy would be ab- 
solutely independence. Aguinaldo ex- 
cused hlmielf from replying, and asked 
what America Intends to da 

Th* eorresp<mdeot being unable to 
answer this queetlOQ, Aguinaldo con- 
tinued: "We have been fighting for 
Independence for a long time. The 
natives who professed to favor annexa- 
tlmi are Insincere. It is merely a ruse 
tp ascertain the Amerioan view. 

Asked if the Filipinoes would object 
to the retention of Manilla. AgtUnaldo 
declined to answer. "Would the Fil- 
ipinoes object to Americans retaining 
a coaling station, if recogniiing the 
iBdepeadeace of tbe Islands or eatab- 
lIshlBv a tamporarr proteetorata over 
tbanr 

AsolnaJdo again refused to answer. 
PaWUng the conclusion of the assem- 
bly. Aguinaldo said, be was eontdent 
tbera would be no trouble between 
America and the Filipinoes. 

The InsurKciit leader denied having 
received a request from General Otis 
and Rear Admiral Dewey to witbdraw 
bla troops to a preaeribed distance 
from Manilla aind Catita and be de- 
clined to dlsouu the elect of aurh 
a request. 

The whole Interview conveyed the 
impresstoB that Aguinaldo desires ab- 
solQto ladweBdeaeeb reglrda tbe mis- 
sion of tbe American here aa aeeom- 
pllahed and expects their withdrawal, 
"Just as the French with Lafayette 
withdrew after helping the Americana 
la tbe war of independeaee, a war of 
humanity." 

winter Hoaoi'tal NMrly Ready. 

Washington, Sept. 13.~8argeon Gen- 
eral Sternberg furnlahes some inter- 
esting details of the plans of the war 
department, referred to by Secretary 
Alger, for the eetablishment of two 
large, wejl equipped winter hospitals 
tor the troops. He said that without 
attracting much attention the medical 
department had for some time been at 
^ iork erecting aucb a hospital on the

He made this 
public, to disprove the statement that 
the government was dependent on the 
Long laland railway alone for trans- 
portation purpoae. when as a matter 
of fact any veaael in tbe employ of the 
war department could engage In the 
work.

It is 
said that Mias Barton will make to the 
president a detailed statement of the 
action of the Spanish authorities in re- 
fusing to allow the Red Cross to land 
cargoes of supplies at Havana.

N. Y., SepL 13.— Ralph Perry 
Smith of battery A, Pennsylvania light 
artillery, died suddenly at his home 
here, aged 31 years. He arrived in 
New York from Porto Rico Saturday 
on tbe transport Mississippi, suffering 
from dysentery and jaundice. He was 
graduated from PrinoeUm college in 
Juno laat, enlisted in battery A and 
went to Porto Rico August 8. 

OhMld Kmp rtalilpplnee. 

Washington. Sept IS.— Mr. Obarles 

Denby, former minister of the United 
States to China, arrived here from 
Peking and in the afternoon paid bis 
respects to the president On leaving 
the White HotiBa, Mr. Denby, in answer 
to inquiries, said that in his Judgment 
the ITntted States should retain per 
maneut poH.seHslon of all, or praotioally 
all of the Philippine Islands. 

A Lawful Prlie. 

Charleston, S. C, Sept. 13,— In the 
United States district court here, 
Judge Bramley handed down a decision 
condemning the British steamship New 
Foundland and Its cargo to forfeiture 
as a lawful prlae of war. The ship was 
captured by the Mayflower while seem- 
ingly attempting to run the blockade 
at Havana on the evening of July i9 
end sent hero. 

Parade Abandoned. 
Washington. Sept 18.— The plan of 
baving a parade in New York of the 

troops returning from Porto Rico and 
those at Montauk Point has been in- 
definitely postponed. This is tlie re 
suit of the confereace on tbe subject 
between tbe preaident and General 
Miles and of ooaanltatloaa with army 
officers in New York and Camp 
Wikolf.

Madrid, Sept 13. — Captain Aunon, 
minister of marine, received an im- 
portant dispatch from the Philippines 
describing a conflict between tbe Span- 
ish gunboats and an insurgent flo- 
tilla, in which the former successfully 
prevented aa taaarfant landing tbe 
Vicayaa. 

According to the dispatch the iaevr- 

genta had five vessels, all of which 
were sunk. Tbe Spaniards had no 
loss, but the telegram asserts that 
hundreds of the insurgents are believed 
to haYO perished. 

A 8tnrii>) SexnlnB. 

Madrid, Sept 13. — Tbe session of tbe 
senate was stormy. Count D'Alinenas. 
challenged to give the names of the 
generals who he recently said ought to 
be disgraced, replied: "Very well, as 
you wish it I will. The generals to 
whom I referred are General Weyler, 
General Blanco and General Primo de 
Rivera. I will also include In the same 
category Admiral Cervera." 

. apaBlab Prlaonars Ball Vor Ham*. 

Portsmouth, N. H., Sept. 13. — Most 
of the sailors aud marines who sur- 
vived the disaster which befell the 
warships of Admiral Pascual Cervera. 
at Santiago, July 3, were taken from 
Saavey'a laland to the steamship City 
of Rome. Admiral Cervera, with bis 
son. Angel, made farewell visits to the 
officers of the navy yard previous to 
boarding tbe City of Rome. On his 
way to the boat the admiral spoke en- 
thusiastically to those who accom- 
panied him of the treatment the Amer- 
icans had accorded to tbe Spanish pris- 
oners, to bis staff and to hiiuself. He 
said he would carry home with hiui 
many happy recollections of the kind- 
ness and generosity of those high in 
official circles, aa well as of cltiaena In 
every walk of life. 

Sens of Tafenas. 

Omaha, Sept. 13. — Tbe seventeenth

Oberderf of New York, Colonel Shepard 
of Illinois, and Lieutenant Governor 
Jonea of Ohio. Tbere are three cities 
after the next enoampment-^>enver, 
San Francisco aad Boston.

In which she expresaed herself 
with being pleased with the proapect 
of returning to Vienna In a few days 
to witness the Jubilee festivities. 

His msjesty attended tbe usual state 
dutlea and lastited upon attending 
personally to the numerous raeaaagea 
of sympathy he has received since the 
death Of tha ampresa. 

Bketch of tbe Aisaiilu. 

Geneva, Sept, 13. — On the order of a 
magistrate the assassin of ICmpress 
Elizabeth waa taken from St Anthony 
priaon to the AnthropooMtrlcal laatl- 
tute, where he was measured and pho- 
tographed. Photographs were given to 
the press and will be distrilmted to the 
police in the cities where he lived. In 
the course of a second examination aa 
to bis history and the motives for the 
crime, he said he had never known hia 
father or mother. He was brought up 
at Parma, Italy, in a charity school, 
and at the age of 10 waa thrown on tho 
streets without resources. He worked 
as an unskilled laborer until ho waa 
20; then be served in thf> Italian army 
three years aud a half. On leaving his 
regiment he was employed as the valet 
de chambre of the Prince of Aragon for 
three moatha. At this time anarchist 
ideas began to possess hia mind, and, 
to use hia words, "prevented me from 
remaining la aerrltuda." 

apantoh Waiwhloa Delayed. 

Ponce, Porto Rico, Sept. 13. — Tbe re- 
port of the hurricane at the island of 
Barbadoes has delayed the sailing of 
the Spanish warships for Spain. Ail 
ships on this station are safe in the 
harbors. Tbe Cincinnati and New Or- 
leans are here. Six naval radets wlio 
were on board the Cincinnati are to be 
sent to Annapolis by tbe Seneca, which 
sails on Tuesday with signal corps 
men, who are to bo muatered out.

Galveston, Sept 13. — Edward Alex 
Calaghan, a private in the V\nt United 
States voluntetrs (immunee), was shot 
to death, and his companion, .lack FA- 
llott, a clviliiui. was wounded in the 
abdomen. Harry Owens, a supernum- 
erary policeman, aurrendered himself. 
He says he attempted to arreet the 
men who bad Imposed upon a little boy 
and they threw him down, kicked him 
and began knifing him. 



National Naval ReaarTa. 

ChicTRo, Sept. \?,. — A movement for 
the creation of a national naval re- 
serve, with tbe Illnols naval militia as 
the nucleus, has been started in this 
city by local naval offlcera. Lieutenant 
Commander John M Hawley, head of 
the recruiting department of tbe Unit- 
ed States navy and officers of the Illi- 
noia Naval Reserve association, and 
tbe militia are enthusiastically la favor 
of the project. 

tba ^Midway Mo More. 
Chickamauga, Oa., Sept 18. — The 

Midway at Lytle. which has been the 
scene of so much turmoil during the 
summer, is now a thing of tbe past. Tue 
laat of tbe amall ahopa have been clos- 
ed, the majority of the shop men going 
to other camps. Tbe work of cleaning 
up the park is progressing rapMly. The 
refuse is being burned and great quan- 
tities of disinfectants are being used. 



Yellnw Fever Id Porto Rico. 
Ponce, Porto Rico, Sept. 13. — The 
army surgeons here believe there has 
been a genuine caae of yellow fever 
at thta camp. Charles Miner, a prlvat* 
of th'e Nineteenth infantry, recently 
died, but it was not until the autopsy 
was held that^surgeons pronounced it 
yellow fever. Brigadier t>eneral Guy 
V. Henry has reported the case to Gen- 
eral Broo he at San .^n.

The average graduate of an averat^e 
American school is sot competent to dia- 
char);e (he duties of such a popitinn. 
Eighty per cent, of the applicanUi before 
the regular army ezaminiiig iKMrda are 
turned down, and very recently in an f \- 
aiiiiuation before a State Board of li.xaiii- 
iners five out of twenty applicants failed 
who were graduates of a to-called first- 
class Eastern school. 

It must l)e rememliered, too, that the 
medical politician in the matter of recom- 
mendation ia not over-scmpalous, and, 
hence, as likely as not, the national med- 
ical service will soon be flooded with a lot 
of cbaracterleea* and incompetent ap- 
pointees wlio bave failed in the civil 
walks of life.

Private John Cogan of the Sixth 
Tells of the Snfering of 
Sick Soldiers. 



He I'uys a FiirTrikito to theC«l«red Boys 
ia BhM-ThfyAre Onat 
Fighten. 



The following interesting letter from 
Mr. John Cogan, a Mayelick boy in the 
Sixth U. S. Infantry, mn reoeiTed soma 
days ago by bis mother, Mrs. James 

Cogan, who has kindly granted the BUL- 
LBTiN permission to publish it : 

MOXTACK POIMT, L. I., AUg. 23. 

Dfor Mother : I received your letter tbe IQtb . 
was glad to bear from borne once more. That 
was tbe first letter I got (rura you since tbe I4th 
of July ; we did uot get our mail when we were 
in Cuba very often. I wrote borne very near 
every week but I guess you did uot get tbem. I 
wrote to you, Mnt'Klt ""'1 Miku the day after the 
Kum'Uder. I thouglil uuf of you wovild get one, 
we bud no chiim o to wriu from lliu lir.st till the 
I'Jlh of July, wo wtre buildiiiK (rcnchos, ro«cl.s 
and tveryiliiug like tluil and hud a hard lime of 
it all till- way lliroUKli. My reKiiiu iit was on the 
go all the time. \\ u v\ould Ko out on I'ickcl duty 
three <lays and then uheu we would come in 
Cdnip our orderly wouM come riding in from 
head. iiiarters with an order for the Sixth to ^o 
and work the loads so the artillery .-oiiM get np 
in ran^eand after that we would he onlertd out 
to draw tile .Spauish lire so they eould not see 
wiiere we were plaiilinK our kuii". Well, the 
health at this plaee is no better than In Cuba 
lu my camp wc have only ten men out oi sixty 
three doiiiK duty. Wo have not lost a man since 
we came here, but every mau is uot lit for auy- 
tblng but the tiospltal. It is a sight that I never 
can forget,— meu wlio tbr'e months ago were 
plctores of health are bow living skeletons- 
You can be talking to one of the boys and an 
hour after you can see them carrying him to tbe 
taoapUal on a Utter. U oooMs on yon that qvlck; 
and ship loads coming In every day. Man, 
women and oblldten come out tiom Hew York 
to see thalr friends and cannot leeofnlae them, 
and when they see them brought out on tbe 
stretchers they turn their heada and cry like 
little ohlldren. It Is VttfMa tor one to look at. 
that is not used to tt I have seen somuoh of 
Biekaaii that I do.not pay anob attention to it- 
n a man were to stop sod look at every ituk and 
wounded soldier be would be doing nothing 
else. You soon get hsidened to all that I did 
4110 Ut ol Jnly; alter that I did not mind any 
thing. Our regiment will not number ISO for 
duty out of 448 when the Spanish snrreudered. 
Mot only ours but In the other dtvlstous they are 
dying like hofi with the cholera, t tell you if It 
were not for the charity of the people and data 
Barton and her Red Cross Society we would all 
have died. She Is the greatest woman In tbe 
world. I cannot ssy too much fbr ber; she is 
■Imply a grand woman. 

Well you Mk me to tell you of my voyage. It 
was a very nice trip romiuK hack. We bad a 
astid SSSkaxCept through the Wiadward r<i>^saKe. 
we had a terrible rough sea tbroUKh there and 
aUo at Cape Hatteran. We were six day.s com- 
ing from Sautiago to Montauk. We got to see 
ttici Linicl ■■paiii.^ii II. 1 1, ail. 1 M..1 1 .1 ( untie at the 
i.iouth of the hurbcjr ami t)ie Mcrriniac, the ship 
that Lieut, liohson sunk to keep the .Spanish 
fleet lu the "bottle." It was a sight to see all 
this too, for they were in all shapes that one 
could imagine, and to see bow the shells went 
through that heavy steel snaor! Yon would 
thiuk it was imposHible. 

Wheu wu lauded here we were pnt In (|uaran- 
tiue for live days, but we are out now aud have 
a flue caiqp. 

I learned to speak a little Spanish while 1 was 
over with them, aud will weary tbe natives of 
Maysltok to death when I come home. 

WsU, I don't thlak I wIttseUler snjatoie after 
pssee is deelaied, that to il we have to go to 
Otfbssgsia. I b«ve get MMMfh of the country.

To look In the papers you would think the 
Kough Kldcr«dl<l all the llKhtinK, l)Ut If It had 
not been for the ue.groe8 ol the Tenth Cavalry on 
June 24tli they would have U-en uiasfacred ; not 
one ol them would have been left to tell tbe tale. 
We bad four regiments of ncgru soldien and 
they are the very he.st of fighters. I would give, 
one of them half of my blanket any time If I saw' 
one that I could help llicy fight like wild men 
when thcv ifo Into battle. We had one regiment 
io our division, tlic Tw.'uly fourth luluutry, and 
I saw with my own eyes that they wore good 
scddlers. 

Some think the Sixth will never see Ft. Thomas 
aeain, at least for some time. I would like to be 
in (Cincinnati for the O. A. K. parade very much, 
and would like to come home on afurlotigh, but 
I gues.<i I will not for some time. I will wait and 
see what we arc going to do llrtit. All tbe boys 
who were sick are getting thirty days furlough 
Slid those that were wounded and all expenses 
paid, and If they are not well at tbe end of thirty 
days they can get some doctor to sign for tbem 
and gefanother thirty days. I have been fMtiac 
along very nktely bat I am all bnAw api t to 
duty right along. I may be earrled to the boe- 
pltal belote night, for I have sesa tellows sll 
right In the aseniinf end bslws night esrrled 
away siek.

CAMP WIKOTF TAUt. 

At Montauk the president was bow in;; 
right and left to the crowd when all 
of a sadden his eyes lighted on a mau 
on a horse about SO yard* away. The 

man wore one of those brown canvas 

nnifonns with cnuary trimmings, lic.tvy 
eyeK'lafsscH aud a happy sort of a griu. 
"Why, tliere's Colonel Roosevelt," ex- 
olaimed tbe president to Secretary Al- 
ger irfter staring at tbe man for a mo- 
ment. "Colonel," celled out the presi- 
dent, "I'm glad to see yon." 

Then tlio conimanrlcr of tho rouRh 
riders executed a remnrkablo maneuver 
He forgot to make a formal dismouut, 
but sort of fell off bis auimiil in the 
way be does at the end of a race across 
the hills with a squad of bis cow 
punchers. At the same time tbe preei- 
(lout did a remarkable tliiu^for a preRi- 
dent to do. He stood up iu bis carriage, 
poshed opeu the door aud, jumping out, 
started toward Colonel Roosevelt, who 
was coming toward bim as fast as he 
could. The president holdout his band. 
Colonel Rooaerelt struggled to pull off 
his right gloTC He 3-auked at it des- 
perately and finally inserted tho ends 
of the fingers in his teetln and gave a 
mighty tug. UH came tho glove, and a 
beatific smile came over the colonel's 
face as he graspod the president's hand. 
The crowd which bad watched the per- 
formance tittered audibly. Nothing 
more cordial than the greeting between 
tlie president and Colonel Roosevelt 
I'ouhl be iiiiagiued. The president just 
giiunerl all over. 

"Colonel Boosevelt." he said, "I'm 
glad indeed to aeeyon looking so well." 
"Thank you, Mr. Preaid«<nt, there isn't 
a healthier man in the camp than I am. 
I am delighted to see you down here, 
sir, and hope you will enjoy the trip. I 
do want you to see my boys while 
yon're here." "Ob, I will, colonel, I 
will. " said the president as he got back 
into his carriage, and then the whole 
line started for Oeneial Wheeler's bead- 
quarteiib lad by the caTalry. 

He was a big, broad shouldered Irish- 
man, a fine figure of a soldier and one 
of tbe crack men of hisregiment. With 
thepurpoae of getting a good view 01' 
President HoKinley when he arrived at 
the Montauk Point station he had 
climbed to the roof of an unfinished 
building near by and lay flat on the 
sloping shingles, peering over tbe ridge. 
The presidential train pulled in, Mr. 
McKinley and his party got off, and in 
tlie midst of the greetings of the officers 
who Iiad gathered to meet him there 
rose high over llie buzz of voices a rich 
Irish brogue; "Uli, Hilly McKiuleyl 
Misther Prisidiut! Dou't yez fergit th' 
rigulars. We fit th' best we knew fer 
yez. " All the officers turned in the di- 
reotion of tbe Toice, bnt the Irishman 
had pnlled bis head down below tbe 
ridge and was invisible from the side 
toward the station. A roar of laughtcsr 
rose from the crowd. President McKiu- 
ley, who bad half turned, smiled aud 
remarked, "A voice from the clouds." 

For the first time in big life Rattle- 
snake Pete, one of the crack cowboy 
members of Roosevelt's rough riders, 
took an ocean bath today. About 60 
members of the regiment escorted him 
to tho wild sea waves to witness the 
performance^ There was something of 
a surf rolling in, but Pete^ who is not 
npon record as being afraid of anything 
on sea or land, opined that no waves 
like that could rattle him. "I'll go out 
farther than any of yon, " he said as lie 
stripped off his dotliing. "Some of you 
fellows start in and I'll come after. " 

Four of the troopers dashed in and 
plunged, and Pete tripped mincingly 
after them tmtil he got about up to his 
knees, then stopped and looked unwisily 
at the white foam pouring iu from a 
surge that had just tirokeu. From be- 
yond the other bathers exhorted him to 
come on, and shonta from the shore en- 
couraged him. Ha plodded on a rod 
farther, jumped a baby man, ducked 
his head under and assured his friends 
that ho was all right. Thoy kept urging 
hiin to go out farther, but tbe cowboy 
said he would stay where he was until 
he got us^ to the water. ruMsntly, 
afar out, tbe ottMr bathers beheld a big 
comber. fMAhtof at the top, come rac- 
ing ta.
